DATES TO SUNDAY, JULY 5TH. 


New Yorx, July 15.—The steamship Persia, 
with dates from Liverpool to the 4th and Queens- 
town to the 5th, has arrived.

ah he China. 

Dates from Hong Kong are to the 30th May. 
The Hong Kong Jimes of 29th May says: A 
rumor has been current for some days that the 
Ringleader, hence to San Francisco with a large 
number, .of China passengers, was lost on the 
Pescadores. It seems that authentic intelligence 
Kas been received of a large ship having been 
lost on the east side of Formosa, but her name is 
not ascertained. She had a number of Chinese 
passengers, many of whom had reached Takow 
overland, and at date of last advices were engag- 
ing eraftto take them to Amoy. The Fee-long, 
in coming out of Amoy, saw a small bark densely 
crowded with Chinese—probably these shipwreck- 
ed people. 

REeoRGANIZATION OF THE Cuixese Aruy.—It is 
stated that the Chinese army is to be reorgan- 
ized. According to official reports that army 
should consist of the enormons namber of 1,000- 
000 infantry and 800,000 cavalry, but not one- 
tenth of this number is under arms, The force 
is composed of Tartar troops, who are quite in- 
capable of resisting the Taipings. Prince Kung, 
perceiving at length that such a'state of things 
cannot longer be continued, and being confirmed 
in that belief by the Empress mother, who com- 
prehends that the safety of her sou is identified 
with that of the dynasty, has resolved to create 
an active army, while retaining the one under 
arms.

The news from Japan is to the 20th May, and 
continues very unsatisfactory. Admiral Kuper, 
who is at Japan, had requested General Browne 
to send all the troops stationed at Shanghae. 
H. M. Ship, Vulcan was in readiness to carry 
them, but at the moment of embarkation the 
General paused, and it was thought he hesitated 
to obey the Admiral’s requisition. 

From Nagasaki the news comes down to May 
14th. The Prince of Satsama was known to have 
collected a large force in the vicinity, and it was 
feared that he would attack the foreign settlement. 
The merchants were settling up their affairs and 
‘were sending their property on board ship. Busi- 
ness of course was stopped. 

The conduct of Lieatenant-Colonel St. John 
Neale, the British Charge d’Affaires at Jeddo, in 
the Richardson tragedy, when he wisely prevent- 
ed any hasty aggression on the part cf the foreign 
residents in Japan against the daimio and his 
fullowers who committed the murder, has met 
with the fullest approval of Her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment, Captain Vyse, the Consul at Yokuha- 
ma, who differed from Colonel Neale on that oc- 
casion, has been removed to Hakodadi.

Times gives a summary of a Parliamentary return 

} g the Colonies of Great Britain. They 
extend gver 3,350,000 square miles ; cost £3,- 
350,000 per annum, or £1 per mile ; import 60,- 
000,000 of s yearly, and export £50,000, 000. 
Their population is 10,000,000, of whom.5,000,- 
000 are whites. The Anstralian colonies are the 
largest and do the most trade ; the so-called 
colonies, where no English settlers are found, of 


the Mediterranean, cost most money ; and Can- 


ada is more deeply in debt than any other depen- 
deficy of the Crown. Out of the large sum of 
£3,350,000, the whole of the North American 
Colonies, though inhabited by two thirds of. the 
entire white colonial population of the Empire, 
cost only £555,000, while the Tonian Tslands, 
which England has offered to give up, cost 
£280,000; Malta £480,000; and Gibralter, 
which George III. would have offered to give 
up, if his ministers: would have let him, costs 
£420,000. The Cape of Good Hope, moreover, 
costs as much as the whole North*American Col- 
onies now the subject of so much reviling on ac- 
count of their charges upon the Imperial Trea- 
sury. Some other details are worth noting, for 
instance, Malta, which costs nearly as much mo- 
ney as all the British North American cclonies, 
oply took of British imports the inconsiderable 
value of £30,000. The West Indies, which, it 
is often said, have been ruined by emancipation, 
with a white population of only 54,000, and s 
very inconsiderable territory, exported £6,000,- 
000 worth of goods and took about the same 
value of imports, The smallest dependency is 
Heligoland, lying off the German coast of the 
North Sea. It has @ population of 2,172 souls 
on a territory of one-third of a square mile, and 
buys yearly £13,000 of foreign produce. The 
Australian colonies are out of debt. Barbadoes 
owes the gigantic sum of £291, respecting which 
the Times doubts if it be the commencement ofa 
hew or the balance of an old debt, Most of: the 
West Indies are in debt to a larger amount ; but 
éven Jamaica only owes three years’ revenue, 
while Canada owes eight, which approaches tol- 
erably near to that great British debt, which 
has n sometimes looked upon as almost 
fabulous.
